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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the subject matter of claims 1 ,7,15, and 18 
remains anticipated by the disclosure of Tomita et al. The examiner maintains that the light source 10 of Tomita is continuously kept lit 
during the scanning procedures, including when the beam is between scan lines. The deflection means 18,19 is configured such that line 
scanning is performed on the scanning area of surface 26 (see Column 1 , lines 35-44). Light shield 22 is shown as positioned between 
the deflection means and the scanning surface to block at least a portion of the light beam emitted (see Figures 1A and IB). Claims 2- 
6.8-14,1 6,1 7,1 9, and 20 remain unpatentable over Tomita or unpatentable over Tomita in view of the teachings of Yoshimaru or 
Genovese, as set forth in the rejections of the previous office action . 
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
